VP ARRIVED CANBERRA 5/7 FOR TALKS EXPECTED FOCUS ON INFLUX 
VIET REFUGEES TO AUSTRALIA/ON BEEF/URANIUM EXPORTS. AP 
(CANBERRA) NOTES ARRIVAL COINCIDED W/2 MORE VIET BOATS 
CARRYING 70 REEUGEES. SAYS AUSSIES EEAR UNCONTROLLED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IMMIGRATION COULD SPREAD DISEASES SUCH AS CATTLE VIRUS/ 
MALARIA/TYPHOID/CHOLERA AND WOULD LIKE US TAKE MORE REEUGEES/ 
PERSUADE ASIAN COUNTRIES HOLD BOATS HEADED FOR AUSTRALIA 
UNTIL TRAVELLING IMMIGRATION TEAMS CAN PROCESS THEM (SUN; 

PHINQ W/AP PHOTO AUSSIE FONMIN PEACOCK/MONDALES AT AIRPORT; 
NYT RUNS SAME PHOTO). 

MONDALE MET W/INDO PRES SUHARTO FOR 2 HRS 5/6, TOLD HIM US 
PLEASED BY RELEASE 10,000 POL PRISONERS IN DEC/BY PLEDGE 
FREE 9,000 MORE BY '79. SPEAKING W/REPORTERS FOLLOWING MTG, 
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VP SAID HE TOLD SUHARTO RECENT GOI ACTIONS ON HUMAN RTS HAD 
RECEIVED "VERY EAVORABLE REACTION" IN US. SOME SAID HUMAN 
RTS "TOUCHIEST" ISSUE DISCUSSED DURING INDO STOP OP VP'S 
TRIP (AP JAKARTA, NYT; WSTAR BOTH 5/7). 

ACCORDING WSJ (JAKARTA), MONDALE BROUGHT "POCKETPUL OP 
PLEASANT SURPRISES" TO INDO, INCL RESOLUTION OP 2 LONG- 
STANDING BILAT ENERGY-RELATED PROBLEMS. SAID HE ALSO 
BOLSTERED PROSPECTS FOR MORE US ARMS/ECON ASSISTANCE TO 
JAKARTA. EMERGING PROM SUHARTO MTG, VP DISCLOSED US ENERGY 
DEPT HAD APPROVED PRICING PORMULA POR SALE OP INDO LNG TO 
WEST COAST/THAT US HAD ISSUED RULING FAVORABLE TO INDO ON 
TAXATION US OIL COS OPERATING IN INDO. NOTES BOTH 
QUESTIONS HAVE BEEN BOTTLED UP IN US POR SOME TIME/THAT IT 
APPEARED VP'S DIRECT INTERVENTION SECURED FINAL RULING, 
CALLED "VITAL" POR INDO'S GAS/OIL INDUSTRY. SAYS TAX 
RULING WILL SPUR INCREASE OIL EXPLORATION THAT INDO NEEDS 
TO MAINTAIN FUTURE PROD LEVELS. 

IN ECON AREA, VP SIGNED 30-MIL-DOL LOAN POR RURAL

NYT'S SAFIRE MAINTAINS THAT HOW EXPLOIT/WIDEN SINO-SOVIET 
RIFT OUGHT BE CENTRAL CONCERN OF US DIPLOMACY, BUT CARTER 
ADMIN HAS SHOWN IT HAS NO HEAD FOR GEOPOLITICS. CONTENDS 
TENG HSIAO-PING IS SERIOUSLY CONSIDERING IMPROVING RELS 
W/SOVIETS, FOR CHINESE IMPRESSED BY EASE WITH WHICH 
MOSCOW HAS TAKEN OVER AEGHANISTAN- WHICH CARTER ACCEPTS 
WITHOUT PROTEST. SAYS PRC SEES US RHODESIA POLICY BASED
